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(Editorial) 

This is the season of the year 
when contracts for hospital* ser 
vices and Doctor’s services are 
being: renewed. Next to fcod, 
clothing and shelter, it is our 
opinion that contracts of this 
sort ought to come first. It is 
all very well for u 8 to say that 
we haven’t needed a doctor or a 
hospital in years; it may be all 
very true too, and yet within 
fifteen minutes after we say 
this we may need both and need 
them badly. T 0 an extent w e are 
masters of our own destiny. We 
can regulate our diet and our 
habits of life, s 0 that we may 
maintain good health, and we 
may be able to control our child 
ren’s actions so that they will 
be healthy and strong; there 
stil 1 remains, however, the 
question of accidental injury, 
and the occasional contagious 
sickness that no one can 1 o 
sure of fending off, and in these 
cases a contract for medical 
attention and services is very 
much worthwhile. 

There are those whoso fin¬ 
ancial conditions are such that 
they need not worry in case of 
sickness or accident about pay- 
in gtheir bills. To these people 
of course, what is said here 
won’t apply. There are, though 
too many of us, and especially 
those with large families, who 
cannot afford to take the 
chance of being without this 
protection. Then, too, the feel 
ing that w e have this protect¬ 
ion, enables us to call in the 
Doctor in mild cases, where we 
could try and get along without 
if we had no contract, and fre¬ 
quently the Doctoi can check a 
serious illness in its incubat¬ 
ion stages, where a delay of 
three or four days would have 
made thi s impossible. 'I he same 
thing may be true of Hospital 
contracts. There are many 
times when two or three days 
in the hospital for close super¬ 
vision and rest that is next to 
impossible at home, will chock 
an illness and put on e hack on 
their feet, where it may take 
week s an d weeks aftr the ill¬ 
ness had fully developed. 

There are places where Gov¬ 
ernments, wether provincial or 
municipal, tax property regul¬ 
arly for a sufficient amount to 
pay these expenses. To date 
this is not general in the Can¬ 
adian west. Locally, however, 
we may obtain ? Doctor’s con¬ 
tract very easily, and our local 
Doctor is decidedly in favor of 
the contract, and is there 10.0 
p.c. in carrying out his part of 
the deal. Two year’s experience 
has proven this point. As a com 
munity, outside of the Sugar 
Factory crew, we have never 
organized for the obtaining of 
Hospital contracts. There are 
however, contracts offered by 
both Lethbridge Hospitals, ob¬ 
tainable at very reasonale rates 
and offering services at daily 
rates that all could afford 1o 
pay. In our opinion some indiv 
idual or organization should 
take the lead and gat the com¬ 
munity organized and protected 
under these contracts. 

A double purpose is achieved 
in this contract business. The 
purchaser has the guarantee of 
medical attention and services 
in case of any and all illnesses 
except a small additional lee to 
the Doctor in case of Major 
operations. It will usuli; in 
preventive medians, which 
means better health. r lo the 
Doctor and the Hospital who 
sell the contracts, it means a 
certain amount of money paid 
in, and thev take their chaftces 
that you will not need hospital 
or Doctor^ services during the 
year; but stand ready to carry 
out their contract if you do. 
For what these things cost 
there are none, especially the 
large families moderate

Our Edmonton Letter 

(By T. B. Windross) 

Edmonton, Alberta — Light 
was thrown on the Alberta gov 
ernment’s new plan for issuing 
credit to the people during the 
past week, but not enough light 
to make the plan understand¬ 
able or to solve the mystery f 
how the money deposited by 
those “customers” of the new 
credit houses it to l>e refunded 
or the credit slips redeemed. 
Premier Aberhnrt in a statem¬ 
ent to the press enlarged great 
ly on the way the press is ‘mis 
representing * the government’s 
scheme, but when he was thr¬ 
ough, as usual, lie had mu le 
confusion more confounded. 

Five “credit houses’* were 
opened Fri. at Grande Prairie 
St. Paul, Rocky Mountain 
House, Killam and Andrew’. At 
each place cabinet ministers or 
]v:nincnt Social Credit morn- 
kers of the legislature officiat¬ 
ed at the opening ceremonies. 

Some indication of the supp¬ 
ort being given to this new 
“credit” scheme of Premier Ab- 
erhart’s designed to “increase 
purchasing power and encour¬ 
age the manufacture and sale 
of Alberta made goads” moy 
bo learned from the fact thal 
reports from the five points 
where the scheme was Inaug¬ 
urated show that at Grande 
Prairie five recounts were op¬ 
ened and two contracts to ac¬ 
cept the “credit slips" were 
signed by merchants. At An¬ 
drew it was stated at the “cred 
it house” Saturday that 25 per¬ 
sons had opened accounts rang¬ 
ing from $10 to $100. Here it 
was stated 18 merchants had 
signed the contract. 

At each of these “credit 
houses” there is a staff of two 
employees whose salaries to¬ 
gether with the rentals and 
ether overhead expenses will 
amount to a considerable sum 
monthly and it is obvious the 
new scheme is not exactly a 
red-hot success yet. Observ’d s 
have predicted from the start 
that it would be as big a flco 
as the wdely, heralded Democ¬ 
racy Day celebrations were. 
♦’The government under Prem¬ 
ier Aberhart’s tutilege and 
leadership appears incapable of 
learning any lessons’’ one prom¬ 
inent citizen of Edmonton de¬ 
clared Saturday. “One would 
think that after the failure of 
its former prosperity certific 
ates plan, the administrate i 
w’ould have been warned againsl 
another expeiiment that wi ! ! 
cost the citizens of Alberta 
plenty in wasted money before 
it is ended,” this citizen said. 

“Government by experiment 
has been an expensive luxury 
for Alberta so far and :he 
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blindness of the Social Cred¬ 
itors to the facts of the situat¬ 
ion is appalling," another de¬ 
clared.

Just as the British and allied 
governments agreed to grant 
some demands to Germany lr.r.t 
week in order to prevent agg¬ 
ression rs a means of preserv¬ 
ing i>eace, so the banks agreed 
to meet, at legist temporarily, 
subject to conference and poss¬ 
ibly a test case, the demand of 
the govc r nment for extra tax¬ 
ation of the hanks. It was n- 
greed to ]>ay over to the Al¬ 
berta government, under prot¬ 
est pending examination of 
legal justification for the de¬ 
mand ,a total of $106 000 in 
surtaxes, in addition to the 
other $224,000 which the eight 
banks already pay directly to 
the province. 

In view of all the allegations 
which the provincial govern¬ 
ment has made against the 
banks and the threat vocled in 
the latest propaganda pamphlet 
issued by the Social Credit 
hoard, under the title of “Dem¬ 
ocracy Denied,” of “still mo.ro 
aggressive methods,” it was in¬ 
teresting to study last week a 
report showing that in the past 
five years which were under 
review, there has been only one 
foreclosure ol n mortgage by 
a bank in which the debtor ha * 
lost his home. In that case, the 
bank sold the land in 1925 on 
a half-crop basis. The purchaser 
did not carry out the terms of 
the contract; the bank obtain¬ 
ed an order -nisi returnable 
within three months. Before 
that time was up the debtor 
went under the Farmers’ Credit 
ora’ Arrangement act the beard 
adopted a proposal by which 
the debtor was dirocted to ] ° v 
$500 cash by a certain date and 
the balance in installments 
from crops from year to year. 
Although the debtor had the 
cashon hand lie refused to pay 
it, so the trustee in bankruptcy 
ordered the land quit-claimed 
to the bank but permitted the 
debtor to retain occupancy for 
one year. 

There were 37 other fore¬ 
closures exercsed by the banks 
in those years, Of those, 10 
were made after the debtors 
had abandoned their farms; 17 
were compromise settlements 
after friendly negotiations; 
4 were foreclosures under the 
F.C.A.A. or by permit from the 
debt adjustment board; and six 
were y quit claims, in one of 
which the farmer was left on 
his land in occupation of the 
land and in addition given a 
life pension by the hank.

INDIAN SUMMER MYTH 


Now that vacations ar cover 
and golden autumn looms, many 
a peom or a story of “Indian 
People may recall having read 
Summer,” and they think how 
pleasant it would be to get 
away for a few additional week 
ends before the advent of win 
ter. 

The only hitch is that the ex¬ 
istence of an “Indian Summer” 
is not upheld by statistics, acc- 
ordng to Washington Weather 
Bureau offcials, and must there 
fore, be classified as a figment 
of the poets. Although there 
frequently is a return to sum¬ 
merlike conditions in October 
or November, it is denied that 
an “Indian Summer” j s a period 
ol several weeks, recurring ea- h 
autumn. 

The phenomenon of an “Ind¬ 
ian Summer” is always desig¬ 
nated as a dry, warm and hazv 
period which usually occurs, if 
at all, after the first frost in 
autumn. The peculiar haze, as 
explained by the Weather Bur¬ 
eau, is mainly caused by the 
accumulation of dust and smoke 
in the almost motionless atmos¬ 
phere. This is frequently callc 
dr v fog and usually appears in 
what is known as an “anti-cyc¬ 
lone” when fine, drv weather
